A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on May 20, 1965 , that he learned 
that during a stay of Martin Luther King, Jr. at the Americana 
Hotel, New York, New York, on May 20, 1965 > there was a bomb 
threat received by a hotel switchboard operator. The source said 
the switchboard operator received the call at 1:15 p.m., from an 
anonymous caller, who said there was a bomb planted in the hotel. 
However, the caller did not say the bomb was intended for any 
specific individual. 

The source advised that King f s reason for being a guest 
at the hotel was to address a gathering of the American Jewish 
Committee at 8:00 p.m. that night in the hotel ballroom. 

According to the information from the source, King was 
to have met Vice-President Hubert Humphrey in the hotel shortly 
before 8:00 p.m. and they entered the ballroom together. Humphrey, 
the Bource said, was a speaker at the affair, but was a guest at 
another New York City hotel. 

The source Baid he had learned that the New York City 
Police and the United States Secret Service were notified by the 
hotel shortly after the telephone call was received.

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On 5/3/65 the Security Office, American Embassy, 
London, furnished a letter written by subject to the 
President of the United States dated 11/27/64. This 
letter expresses shock on the part of subject by the 
x statement of the Director concerning Dr. MARTIN LUTHER 
r KING. He said the Director was not behaving like a 
responsible civil servant should and he believed it was 
time for Mr. Hoover's retirement. Subject then went on 
to protest U.S. intervention in the Congo. He commented 
that if the FBI was still receiving copies of letters 
like his, he was sure he would get a black mark against 
his name. He stated he was aware that several of his 
previous letters to the President were known to Navy 
> Intelligence when he was interviewed by the Navy several 
years ago. A copy of subject's letter is enclosed.

Will you please let me know, if the above charges are 
correct? Are there any evidences which may prove that Dr. King did 
or now belong to any Communist front organization? Will )^ e kept 
confidential if you say so. 

It seems to me that there is a need of clarification to 
clear the climate of public opinion media. 

Distribution of this leaflet and the reprints of this 
information and this group picture seems to give the public the 
impression that Dr. Martin Luther King is or was a member of 
”The Highlander Folk School” in 1957. 

Unless a responsible U. S. government agency like 
F. B. I. clearify this, there will be more and more Americans who 
may accept this as a fact and an evidence.

The above picture was made by an employee of the State of Georgia, at the Highlander 
Folk School in Monteagle, Tennessee during the Labor Day week-end of 1957. The photo¬ 
grapher was sent to the Highlander Folk School by the Georgia Commission on Education. 
The Highlander Folk School was abolished by an act of the Legislature of the State of Ten¬ 
nessee at a later date because it was charged with being a subversive organization. 

Those numbered in the picture are: 

1. Martin Luther King, Jr ., of the Montgomery boycott and the Birmingham riots. Karl 
Prujsion, o^ounterspy for the FBI for twenty-two years, charges that Martin Luther king 
belongs to si xty. Communist-front organizations — more thcnT any Communist in the 
United States. He is promoted and encouraged by the Kennedys. 

2. Abner W. Berry of the Central Committee of the Communist Party. 

3. Aubrey Williams, President of the Southern Conference Education Fund, Inc., The Trans¬ 
mission Belt in the South for the Communist Party. 

4. Myles Horton, Director of Highlander Folk School for Communist Training, Monteagte, 
Tennessee. 

These "Four Horsemen " of racial agitation have brought tension, disturbance, strife 
and violence in their advancement of the Communist doctrine of "racial nationalism."

A colored 
man sought me out and shoved It to me. 

The Communists documents . (1) "The Negroes in a Soviet America", 1936, 

(2) "Negro Liberation",1938 and (3) "The Ccranuniet Position On the Negro Question” 
1932 gave credit to Joseph Stalin as the father of the Idea, "Negro Nationalism", 
and a separate "Sovletlted Negro Republic" In America. 

The document, " The Conmunlat Position on the Negro Questi on", 1932, declared, 
"We propose to breakup the present artificial state boundries established for 
the convenience of the white master class and to establish the state unity of the 
territory fcnovn as the "Black Belt". 

"In this territory ve demand that Negroes be given the complete right of 
self-determination, the right to set up their own government, the right to separate 
if they wish from the United States." 

Stalin failed to establish this separate Bovietlzed Negro Republic In Ameri ca, 
But his succaBsor Premier Khrushchev did establish a Sovletlied gOTerx' mwnt In 
tfuVa, th e first advance military base close to America, only 90 alles away from 
Florida” 1 ' ' 

* TT7l present Soviet var plan calls for, "besides Cuba, tvo or more ad ran c a 
bases close to America ln^rder to deploy clvll~ 3 efeneo troops* 1 , includin g 
*£^ peclal 1 zed~Negro Liberation Units", - "prior to the flret strik e." 

During World War II, while Russia wb.b at war in Europe and needed America’s 
help, the CccmunlBte in America played down "Negro Nationalism". 

But the Japanese took advantage and tried to exploit the negro nationalism

knovn C as the f J%cnhatten Councilman" and Vice-President of the Communist Political 
Association r esurrected the plan, "New Negro Republi c". Since the resurrection of 
this plan, Negro Rationalism has grown too. 

The Life Magazine, May 31, 1963 Issue, pointed out, 

"Negro politicians sniffing the winds of popularity, are busy courting the 
Negro Muslims; - There may be as many as 100,000 In America." 

The implication of "Negro Nationalism" to U* 8« security wider Communist 
Inspired plans can be like time bombs. 

It 1 b no longer possible to consider the negro question as purely an internal 
problem or a doa»etlc question. No matter vhat Khrushchev eays about "peaceful 
Coexistence" the idea and plan fathered by Stalin in 1932, will plague America In 
the nineteen sixties. 

Unless the Negro question be reBolved soon, the prospect for a just end a peace* 
a ful solution will be moBt difficult after 1965-

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on May 21, 1965 , that on 
that date, Martin Luther King contacted Clarence Jones and 
discussed the holding of a meeting on May 28, 1965 . 

King inquired If "you all"had ever made an agreement about 
"Stan" (Levison). Jones answered in the negative and King 
remarked that it was Jones, Bayard (Rustin) and another 
person who were supposed to talk to him. He asked why 
they didn't do It before the meeting because he would like 
"Stan" to be in on It. Jones agreed, fj 

The same source later advised on May 21, 1965 , 
that on that date, Clarence Jones told (Harry) Wachtel, 
that Martin (Luther King) had contacted him and wanted him 
to talk to Wachtel about the calling of a meeting of the 
Research Committee on May 28, 1965 . Jones also mentioned 
that he wanted to have a luncheon involving himself, Wachtel, 
Bayard (Rustin), and Stanley (Levison). Wachtel raised th'e 
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question whether Stanley could come to this meeting (Research 
Committee). Jones replied that this is the question that 
Martin raised with him. Jone3 again suggested that the four 
of them have lunch, and according to the source, discussed 
when this could be arranged. (The source had advised in the 
past that a Research Committee meeting is a meeting of 
Martin Luther King and his top advisors), 


The source further advised on May 21, 1965, that 
Levison was in contact with Jones later that day and told him 
that they would be meeting at Harry Wachtel's office on 
Thursday (May 27, 1965} and then go to lunch. Jones advised 
him that King had told him that he. King, wanted them to go 
ahead with the luncheon they had discussed. Jones then 
explained that King had gotten the impression from Jones that 
Jones did not want the meeting to take place at all and 
had told Levison this, Jones continued that when he had 
previously suggested a postponement he did not mean an 
indefinite one and told King so. He added that he had 
advised that this was a misunderstanding and that he felt it 
Is Important to hold the discussion because Levison can make 
a valuable contribution. Jones stated that Wachtel had said 
this could be so if Levison did come to the Research Committee 
meeting(U) 

Levison commented that Wachtel would be the real 
stumbling block even more so than Rustln and Jones agreed. 
Jones stated that Wachtel was evasive about the date for the 


meeting and, when it was finally decided, he, Jones, volunteered 
to call Rustin but Wachtel quickly advised that he would take 
care of this. Levison remarked that this confirmed his 
personal feeling, adding that he feels that Rustin is fairly 
indifferent, but that Wachtel "is actively opposed to me.... 
because you are troublesome yourself for what he wants his

To me he is a rabble-rouser and a man with no regard for trie 
law except when it fits his purposes. As I recall you once referred

to him as a "notorious liar’’ This statement led me to believe you 
might hold some of the same sentiments that I hold for him. 

Getting down to the point, I was wondering if you and 
your organization had any revealable information about Mr. King 
connecting him with leftist groups or any other un-American groups 
designed to weaken or destroy our system of government? 

Since you might have information contrary to my beliefs, 
my letter will probably sound rather silly but Mr. King’s disregard of 
the law at times and his zeal in arousing people’s emotions to the point 
of violence have led me to believe that he is far from the "peace-maker" 
he is supposed to be. #££ . / QQ - I O 6 £ ' 

Also, Mr. Hoover, is there very mucli^vix§i$&>that the 
"Negro Revolution" is infiltrated by Communists*^*^large scale? 

If the questions I asked can be answered I would 
appreciate a reply from you when it is possible.

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It Is noted that the first person with whom JONES 
talked on 5/19/65 (probably Dr. MELVIN BELSKY), asked JONES If 
it would be all right if ROBERT SCHWARTZ (ph) of the 
American-Israeli Eank could call JONES to give information 
concerning the negotiations (involving the SANE rally at 
Madison Square Garden)* Subsequently, JONES was in contact 
with a Mr* SCHWARTZ (ph) and It is believed that this person 
Mas ROBERT JAY SCHWARTZ* New York indices contain no 
information of a subversive nature identifiable with this 
person. 
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A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
Information in the past, advised on May 19* 1965* that on 
that date, Clarence Jones and an individual Whom the source 
did not know discussed the rally to be held by SANE (Committee 
for a Sane Nuclear Policy), in Madison Square Garden, New 
York City, in June, 1965. Jones remarked that "his" (believed 
to be Martin Luther King) only consideration was that he wanted 
to determine whether this was the most effective way in 
which "he" should participate in the legitimate concern and 
protest about the Governments policy in Viet Nam. Jones 
continued that "he" had given some thought aboutgetting people 
in the Inter -Faith Church Movement such as B ishdp P ike from 
California and Eugene_Car§j^^ake, and p e op le intne ehurch 
movement active in civil rights movement, to initiate their 
own kind of activity either independently or in conjunction 
with activities such as the SANE Madison Square Garden rally. 
Jones added that "he" wanted to feel out the people in the 
church movement about this before he committed himself to speak 
at the Garden, that "he" felt it would be a more natural form 
of his participation if he brought the elements of the Inter- 
Faith Church Movement, active in civil rights, with him in any 
protest about Viet Nam .U 
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The man who was unknown to the source stated that 
he did not know if (Martin Luther) King knew it or not but 
there is a large clergy movement in the peace movement. This 
person added that the I’eason he contacted Jones is that they 
had heard that King had turned down being at the rally because 
he was concerned about hurting the voting rights bill and 
because it was politically unwise. Jones wondered where this 
idea originated and was told that it is the feeling within 
SAME itself. (J 

The unknown person also stated that they had heard 
that King had been invited to speak at another Madison Square 
Garden function earlier the same week which concerned anti- 
Semitism in the Soviet Union. Jones said he could not imagine 
King speaking at that function. According to Jones 1 contact, 
this is the reason he could not attend the SANE rally because 
if he went to one he would have to attend the others .(J 

The unknown individual also remarked that if King 
would attend, the rally would attract twice as many people and 
assume national and international importance. He also stated 
that the Women 1 s Strike for Peace was trying to get to King 
one way or another, that the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) people had been at some of the meetings, and 
several people from the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) had 
been involved. He continued that they felt it would be a 
desirable thing to have a "wedding" of the civil rights and 
peace movements, (j 

Jones stated that he personally felt that King 
would not participate in the rally unless other distinguished 
members of the clergy were there. Jones was told that this 
would be easy to arrange because they are involved with the 
clergy at the present time.JJ 

The person with whom Jones was in contact told Jones 
that his telephone number is UN 1-4020. The current Manhattan, 
New York telephone directory lists Dr. Marvin^Belsky, ,79/* Park 
Avenue, New York City, as the subscriber to UN^l-4020. (J 
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Later, according to the source, Jones was in contact 
with an individual who stated that Dr, Belsky had talked to 
him and would not paS3 any opportunity to get Dr. King to 
participate with them, in is person described himself as having 
worked with Martin (Luther King) and as the former State 
Chairman of the Americans for Democratic Action in New York, He 
said that he thought he had exhausted all possibilities 
(to get King to participate) but is willing to reopen it, 

This person said he had been discussing this principally with 
Bayard Rustin and Harry Wachtel. 

Jones commented that he told Dr. Belsky that Dr. King 
discussed it with him and had tried to arrive at a conclusion a 
week ago. He said King may already have arrived at a decision 
which he is not aware of. (j
